Eldon Bert, New City Clerk, 
On Duty—Track Removal 
8 Project Studied 














With Eldon C. Bert, the new 
city clerk, serving for the first 
time, the Upland city council held 
a typical first-of-the-month bill- 
paying meeting last night. 

A “progress report” from the 
Pacific Electric was made. As to 
removal of the freight track from 
Euclid avenue, the “company is 
preceding in good faith and with 
as much speed as possible”, ac- 
cording to a letter to City Attor- 
ney Edward E. Gray. At the re- 
quest of the council last month, 
Mr. Gray emphatically reminded 
the company that there should be 
some action on the track removal 
request. 

REPORT ON LIGHTS 

Placing of lights in six pepper 
trees on Euclid avenue and Foot- 
hill boulevard as a beautification 
project received some attention. 
City Manager Richard G. Manley 
reported that the lighting fixtures 
would cost approximately $195. 

An idea of what the various mu- 
nicipal departments did last month 
was given in the December re- 
ports. The traffic division of the 
police department made 111 ar- 
rests. Of this total, four were 
for drunk driving, 67 for speeding 
and 25 for failure to stop at a 
boulevard sign. Other arrests by 
the department were for intoxica- 
tion. 10, and vagrancy, 19. 

MAKE FIRE INSPECTIONS 

Garbage collections brought in 
fees of $277.80 and the water de- 
partment receipts totaled $3,311.- 
40. Five fire alarms were an- 
swered by the fire department and 
Fire Chief Jake Voth made 22 
inspections, 

Judge Mildred R. Puckett col- 
lected more than $1,300 in fines. 

Mrs. Lottie Fuller, city nurse, 
reported 14 visits to the sick, 28 
welfare visits and seven home 
consultations as well as other ac- 
tivities, 

City Treasurer Owen E. Atwood 
was authorized to purchase $7,500 
in government bonds, the money 
to be taken from the city’s re- 
serve account. In bonds, the 
money will earn 2.9 per cent in- 
terest for the city, he reported. 

Mr. Atwood reported that the 
$5,000 Ontario city bonds purchas- 
ed about 10 years ago had ma- 
tured. On this investment Upland 
received 414 per cent interest, he 
said, 

CROSSING GUARDS 

Mr. Manley reported that school 
crossing guards had not as yet 
been placed on duty because the 
SRA had not approved the local 
project. 

Mr. Bert, who on Dec. 21 was 
appointed city clerk, reported to 
the council that he had named 
Mr. Manley a deputy city clerk. 
The new official expeditiously 
handled the council records and 
submitted the various depart- 
mental reports.

Tournament of Roses parade in 
Pasadena, and with only two or 
three exceptions he has seen ey 
ery rose parade since then. 

This year, occupying what viz - 
tually amounted to reserved seats 
in front of their son-in-law’s place 
of business — the National Cash 
Register Co.—on Colorado boule- 
vard, Mr, and Mrs, Keyes witness- 
ed what they declared was the 
best parade that has been staged. | 


NEWLYWEDS THEN

had come to Pasadena in 1889 
from Rochester, A year later she 
joined Mr. Keyes, and the two| 
were married at the home of rela- 
tives in Los Angeles, The second 
parade, the bride and groom wit- 
nessed together.

There’s nothing like a generous 
thought to help the gastric juices 
and relieve stomach trouble, ac- 
cording to Brother Leo, who spoke 
before an audience of 300 
Chaffey junior college auditorium 
last night. He referred his lis- 
teners to medical authorities who 
claim that troubled minds, anger 
}and worry are responsible for 
more upset stomachs than phys-

“People can’t be healthy until 
they start cultivating expanding 
and elevating ideas,” he said. 

Prejudice was referred to by 
the speaker as one of the great- 
est forces for ill-health in the 
world today. <A prejudiced mind 
is so narrow and contracted that 
it is tied into knots and fails to 
recognize truth and logic outside 
its own narrow confines, the 
speaker said.

Continuing his talk, which was 
entitled “The Freedom of _ the 
City," Brother Leo maintained 
that in spite of the fact that pro- 
vincialism of place has practical- 
ly disappeared, there is developing 
a great provincialism of time 
among modern peoples. They fail 
to see that their age and century 
is not the most perfect one which 
has ever existed. 

The present generation has at- 
tained the greatest development 
in applied science, he said, but not 
in the arts and _ philosophies.

a statement issued today. 

Mr. Grier and Harold Zenz, 
clerk of the district, have joined 
in filing a friendly suit to get the 
superior court’s ruling on the 
matter. As clerk, Mr. Zenz’s sal- 
ary is $50 a month.
